TAXING RECEIPTS 


In business circles a strong flurry 
of opposition has arisen to the tax on 
receipts which is to become effective 
at New Year’s. From all parts of the 
Dominion, telegrams of protests have 
been pouring in as the result of an 
organized effort to have the impost 
postyoned until all the facts can be 
thoroughly aired in Parliament. The 
defeat of the tax may be the ultimate 
aim of the protesting organization and 
individuals. Just what is this receipt 
tax, and how would it affect business ? 

It is not, as in the case of cheques 
a graduated tax, but a flat rate of 
two cents on every receipt for the 
sum of ten dollars and upwards, ir¬ 
respective of the amount. It is an im¬ 
post on individual transactions of a 
small character, for the most part, in 
which money is used so that these 
may be placed on the same basis at 
cheques. There are five exemptions 
in the operation of the tax. These are 
receipts for money deposited in a bant 
and entered in a pass-book; receipts 
arising out of money paid by the 
Federal or Provincial Governments, 
acknowledged by a bank, or the re¬ 
ceipt of a bill of exchange or promis¬ 
sory note presented for acceptance or 
payment, documents in the nature of 
receipts that are taxable under other 
provisions of the Act, and receipts In 
connection with documents liable to 
stamp duty.

Sometimes there seems to be a tendency^n the 
prairies to “knock” our country, but with a better reali¬ 
zation of conditions in other places and with the bountiful 
harvest this year, we have much for which to be thankful. 

Listen to this and you’ll realise things might be very 
much worse. 

Moose Jaw, Sask., and Hysham, Montana, are 
situated at the same distance from terminal points 
the one from Fort William, the other from Duluth. 

Yet the rate on wheat from Moose Jaw to Fort 
William is only 20 cents per cwt. while the rate 
Hysham to Duluth is 37.5 cents. 

Listen again: The rate on flax from Swift Current 
to Fort William is 23.6 cents; on flax from Misko, 
Montana, to Duluth, exactly the same distance, 
the rate is 47 cents, or 100 PER (lENT GREATER 
f THAN OUR RATE. 

Here’s another comparison: Wheat can be hauled 
from Brandon, Man., to Fort William, a distance 
* of 652 miles, for 16c. per cwt., while it costs ex¬ 
actly the same amount to haul wheat from 
Crookston, Minn., to Minneapolis, a distance o‘f 
only 280 miles. 

Calgary is 1,243 miles from Fort William, and New 
Salem, North Dakota, is 469 miles from Minneapolis 
Li yet the rate on wheat foi* both routings is exactly 
the same, 26c. per cwt. 

In making these, comparisons we have not singled 
out particular points where these differences only occur, 
for the same is true of every point on the American side 
of equal distance from their terminals as on the Canadian 
side. 

Undoubtedly conditions might and will be better 
here, but they’re better here than any other place we 
know at present, therefore let us all work together, each 
in his position, for the unity and prosperity of the West.

Another good turn has been per¬ 
formed for the stock breeding indus¬ 
try in the province by the purchase of 
the grand champion Shropshire ram at 
the Chicago International for the 
Prince of Wales’ ranch at Pekiako.' 
The animal was bought from the I 
owner and exhibitor, J. C. Andrew, of | 
West Point, Ind., by W. L. Carlyle,, 
manager of the E P ranch. The ram 
is said to be a very fine specimen, 
weighing 250 pounds, and the price 
paid was $500. 

In connection with the purchase, re¬ 
marks made by the Prince at a Cana¬ 
dian club luncheon in London recent¬ 
ly and reported in the Mail, are in¬ 
teresting: 

“I feel that I have a right to call 
myself a Canadian, because I am a 
rancher in a small way. My small 
ranche in Alberta is a great link be¬ 
tween me and Canada, and it consti¬ 
tutes an assurance that I shall one day 
return there. (Loud cheers). I can¬ 
not claim to be raking in the dollars, 
but I have recently had satisfactory 
reports. 

| “I have had a number of very kind 
offers from breeding societies all over 
the empire to supply animals for my 
ranch. Grateful as I am orf those 
offers, I have had to refuse them, or 
my outfit there would be more like a 
menagerie. I am getting on well with 
my stock, and people say that the 
quality and appearance of the Short¬ 
horns bred there have more than come 
up to expectations. 

“Alluding to the entry of Canadian 
cattle into Great Britain, the prince 
said that had been a vexed question 
for many years, and even up to four 
months ago. Recently, however, things 
had changed, and he was sure that 
everybody, or nearly everybody, would 
be delighted an agreement had been 
reached as to the conditions governing 
the admission of C^andian cattle.” 

It'Will be noted that the prince 
"speaks the language of the tribe,” 
for there is not a rancher in the prov¬ 
ince who is not telling something of 
a similar story regarding the way the 
money is not being raked in. That he 
is apprizing conditions as they are is 
also apparent, when he says the qual¬ 
ity and appearance of his Shorthorns 
are satisfactory, and this was borne 
out at the recent sale in Brandon, 
where his cattle' made the highest 
average. 

Similarly, his sheep which have been 
put in the Alberta sales have usually 
brough big prices, and with the re¬ 
cent acquisition from the International 
the quality of his flock will no doubt 
be improved. 

Alberta will be pleased to learn that 
the prospective king is satisfied with 
the progress of his ranch and with 
the number of somewhat disastrous 
results which have followed ranching 
ventures by people in the old country, 
it is hoped some of their knocks will 
be offset by the reports of the owner 
of the E P ranch.

No. 1 hard wheat-growing areas of 
America are in the West and North¬ 
west. 

The distance from Moose Jaw to St. 
John is 2400 miles. The distance from 
Moose Jaw to Vancouver is only 1085 
miles. For the five years ending 1921- 
22 there was shipped via the port of 
St. Johit approximately 70,000,000 
bushels as against 7,000,000 via Van¬ 
couver.

Grain shipped from Cal¬ 
gary or Edmonton to Vancouver, in¬ 
stead of to Frt William, would double 
the capacity of railway equipment. 

China grows more wheat than the 
United States and Canada combined, 
but it is a soft, black wheat which is 
boiled like rice, and requires No. 1 
hard wheat for mixing. 

At a meeting of he United Grain 
Growers’ delegates, representing 
Western Canadian farmers, it was un¬ 
animously decided to go ahead with a 
co-operative cattle marketing scheme 
which embraces the valuing of cattle 
I offered for sale, payment in advance 
on a basis of 70 per cent, of the cur¬ 
rent value, sorting of cattle to make 
up uniform loads, pooling receipts of 
cattle at the end of one week, distri¬ 
bution of proceeds and distribution of 
expenses.

Under the chairmanship of the Hon. 
Geo. Hoadley, minister of agriculture, 
a conference on irrigation was held at 
Lethbridge during the past week, 
when the matters discussed were: A 
uniform method of irrigation; plans 
for securing more settlers for irrigat¬ 
ed lands; and more diversified farming 
methods. Irrigation experts and offi¬ 
cials from the south country were In 
attendance at the conference. 

Major H. B. Muckleston, who has 
been chief engineer in the construction 
of the Lethbridge Northern Irrigation 
Project, has bee appointed to the posi¬ 
tion of project manager of the district 
for a period of one year. 

The necessity for improvement of 
the quality of Alberta products, in or¬ 
der to compete successfully in the 
world’s markets with products of other 
countries, was emphasized at the an¬ 
nual meeting of the Western Canada 
Livestock Union, at Brandon during 
the past week, which Was attended by 
the Deputy Minister of Agriculture, 
H. A. Craig; and Livestock Commis¬ 
sioner, S. G. Carlyle, on behalf of Al¬ 
berta. Better feeding and breeding of 
stock was particularly urged, and It 
was resolved to ask the Dominion gov¬ 
ernment for'a system of grading of 
hogs and steers sent to the English 
market. , ■ 

Neils Jensen, fanner near Milk 
River, was fined $50 and costs in Oc¬ 
tober before a magistrate at Milk 
River for wrongfully disposing of seed 
grain supplied to him under the Seed 
Grain Relief arrangements. ■* 

Coal production in Alberta up to the 
end of October, compared with the 
same period of last year, .was as fol¬ 
lows: In 1921 a total of 4,610,301 tons; 
in 1922 a total of 4,250,824 tons. In 
the month of October 1922, a total of 
926,752 tons was produced, compared 
with only 588,291 tons in October of 
1921. The production for October of 
this year was the largest for any one 
month in the history of the industry. 

The first all-Canadian motion pic¬ 
ture, produced by Canadian actors in 
Canada, and based on a Canadian 
story, was passed by motion picture 
censors of Alberta at a special review 
held ‘on Thursday, when the Lieute¬ 
nant-Governor and others were pre¬ 
sent. The story is Ralph Connor’s 
“Man from Glengarry” and the scenes 
were taken along the Ottawa River 
and at Ottawa. * ' 

Recent appointments, gazetted by 
the Provincial Government include 
those of Walter Low of Cardston; W. 
B. Hughes of Edmonton; and T. H- 
Stedman of Macleod as police magis¬ 
trates. 

On prosecution entered by the Pro¬ 
vincial Department of Agriculture, T. 
J. M. Dinsmore of Seven Persons, ap¬ 
peared before Magistrate Rae at 
Medicine Hat, on Tuesday of last 
week, charged with fraudulent hand¬ 
ling of accounts in connection with the i 
grasshopper bp it station at Seven Per¬ 
sons last summer. He was committed 
for trial after evidence was taken. 

Returns from threshermen in the 
province total 1,840 up to December 
22nd. These returns show the aver¬ 
age yields of grain over the province 
to be as follows: spring wheat 11.20 
bushels per acre; winter wheat 11.30 
bushels; oats 21 bushels; bailey 14.20 
bushels; rye 9.60 bushels and flax 
4.40 bushels. 

Farmers of the/province are re¬ 
minded of the annual Provincial Seed 
Fair, and convention of seed growers, 
which will be held in Edmonton, Janu¬ 
ary 16, 17, 18 and 19. Y’he conven¬ 
tion of seed growers will be held for 
the purpose of considering the forma¬ 
tion of a Provincial Seed Growers’ 
Association. 

Turkeys are very plentiful in the 
country now with the price at only 
20 cents and shipments going into 
storage with plenty of more in sight. 
The mistake of the-farmers in not get¬ 
ting their birds to the markets early 
so as to get shipments to the eastern 
markets in time for the early and bet¬ 
ter prices should be considered by 
them in the future. Disposition then 
could be easily made with profit. In 
New York the retail prices have held 
up to 7,0 cents to 85 cents the pound, 
and the belated drop was not in time 
to induce further purchasing there for 
the holiday rade. Holding turkeys 
until the week before Christmas has 
proven to be a poor policy to adopt. 

The farmers of the Brooke and 
Vauxhall districts have potatoes to 
sell, an over supply of them and for 
which they are only being able to real¬ 
ize from $9.00 to $12.00 per ton at 
their shipping points. The quality is 
equal to the best, which they figure 
will give them a least some publicity 
in the grade of their spuds which will 
be to their advantage in the future. 

With a view to establishing a herd 
of Yorkshire swine at the University 
of Alberta, four sows and a boar from 
three prominent herds In Ontario have 
been purchased. One of the sows was 
grand champion at the Toronto Exhi¬ 
bition this year, and the reserve grand 
champion at the Royal Winter Show. 
It comes from the Brethour herd at 
Burford. From the Featherstone herd 
two sows were purchased from the 
clams winning prizes at Toronto the 
past summer. In addition to the York¬ 
shires, a Berkshire boar has been pur¬ 
chased, six months old, to head the 
herd at the University. This also is 
a prize wihning animal. A Suffolk 
ram for the University’s flock of 
sheep has been purchased from Jas. 
Bowman, of Guelph.

In the first place one must have a 
reasonably prolific strain of poultry. 
Some birds would not lay many eggs 
either in winter nor at any other time 
no matter how they were fed. If any 
person has a strain of poor layers, 
the first step is to change the stock 
by getting a start from a breeder of a 
heavy laying strain. The egg laying 
contests have done much to show who 
has the good layers. 

Winter egg production comes most¬ 
ly from pullets. In order to have pul¬ 
lets sufficiently advanced in maturity 
to start laying in the fall they should 
be hatched in good time in the spring. 
Birds of the utility breeds should be 
hatched by not later than the first 
week of May jn order to become layers 
the same fall. Light breeds will stand 
a little later hatching. To get winter 
layers in any number it is worth while 
to hatch with an incubator so as to 
get the hatching done early. 

Pullets to make winter layers must 
be well raised. They should have a 
good run so that they can catch in¬ 
sects and gather green food. They 
should be fed all they can eat and 
should have drink accessible at all 
times. If skim milk or buttermilk can 
be got it will improve the ration 
greatly. Shade is most valuable in 
raising chicks. They should have plen¬ 
ty of low bushy trees or shrubs to 
shelter under. 

Winter quarters are very important 
in winter egg production. Many peo- 
plg^Uiink of warmth as the first es¬ 
sential. It is not, good results can be 
obtained in absolutely unwarmed 
houses. Of course warmth Is pleasant 
and if kept up steadily and uniformly 
will make production easier. But 
artificial heating is usually too ex¬ 
pensive to be practical and is not at 
all necessary. Sunshine, good ventila¬ 
tion, plenty of dry litter, and a systenf 
of feeding to compel exercise will give 
equally as good results as heating. 
The house for winter egg production 
should be mostly canvas and glass in 
the front Plans may be 'obtained 
from any Experimental Farm. 

« Feeding for winter egg’ production 
must provide ample quantity and wide 
variety. Hard grains such as wheat, 
etc., should be given in a deep straw 
Utter- to compel scratching for exer¬ 
cise and warmth. A hot mash of kit¬ 
chen scraps once a day is good. Birds 
of real good laying strain may also 
have a hopper of dry meal before 
them all the time.- Poor layers can¬ 
not use this as they will eat too much, 
quit scratching and get fat and lazy. 
Then some meat or animal food should 
be given either as part of the kitchen 
scraps if they contain waste meat or 
meat meal or similar packing-house 
by-products should be obtained. This 
should be fed very sparingly. If pos¬ 
sible, mangels, cabbage, or some such 
succulent feed shoulj) be given. Char¬ 
coal in the meal mixture aids diges¬ 
tion. Oyster shell for shell manufac¬ 
ture and gravel for food grinding 
complete the requirements of the win¬ 
ter layer. If skim milk or buttermilk 
can be got they are excellent and the 
meat meal will not be needed. If no 
milk is availabe warm water daily will 
be needed.

Of the above total shipped in 1922 
there were 7,615 head from the United 
States, so that the total number of 
Canadian cattle that went forward to 
the British markets from this point 
was only 13,916 head. There was no 
export business done in sheep during 
the past season, while during the pre¬ 
ceding year shipments amounted to 
4,064 head.
